LONDON, Sept. 13—The French troops to the north of Peronne 
are holding tenaciously to the salient they have driven into the Ger- 
man line eastward on the Bethune-Peronne road near Bouchaves 
They also hold intact the town of Bouehavesnes and other points 
along the line captured in the offensive which they started Tuesday. 
In addition, a powerfully organized German trench system south of 
the Le Priez farm, near the road running west from Rancourt to 
Combles, has been captured, placing Combles in further jeopardy. 

The fighting in the region of Bouchavesnes has been of sanguin- 
ary character. Finding that the French had cut their line of com- 
munication from Peronne northward, the Germans threw violent at- 
tacks against L’Abbe wood and Hill 76, south of Bouchavesnes, and 
succeeded in recapturing both places. The French, however, returned 
to the attack and, after hard fighting, some of it hand to hand, finally 
drove out the Germans.and kept the ground they had won.” In the 
two days’ fighting more than 2,300 Germans were taken prisoner and 
a large number of guns and machine guns captured.

NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—Charles F. 
Hughes ended his first presidential 
campaign trip here today. He reached 
the city at an early hour, went to a 
hotel, and later ygjll depart for his 
summer home at Bridgehampton, 
Long Island. 

The trip was one of the longest in 
time and mileage ever taken by a 
presidential nominee. Mr. Hughes 
left here on themnight of August 5, 
and travelled thirty-nine days. He 
has made 141 speeches, 

His itinerary took him from Port- 
land, Maine, to San Diego, California, 
from Canada to within sight of the 
Mexican border. He visited 25 states, 
spoke at all the chief centrés of 
population in the country and ex- 
clusive of the south rit capitals of 
ten states, travelled ,494 miles by 
rail. In addition, he ee ae more 
than four hundred miles a week by 
motor, or about 2,500 miles, making 
the total mileage of his trip approxi- 
mately 14,000 miles, 

Mr. Hughes reached New York in 
good health and spirits. He will rest 
four days at Bridgehampton, and will 
then start on a trip that will last, with 
only a break of two days, until elec- 
tion day. ~

FRANK SANITARIUM 
WILL BE HOSPITAL 
FOR WEST SOLDIERS 


Ottawa, Sept, 12—-The Rocky Moun- 
tain Sanitarium near Frank, at the 
mouth of the Crow's Nest Pass, has 
just been taken over by the military 
hospitals’ commission, for the treac- 
ment of tuberculosis soldiers belong- 
ing to the prairie provinces, 

The commission has been sending 
such cases to Sanatoria at Ninete, 
Manitoba, and Tranquille, eight mil&s 
west of Kamloops, in the dry belt of 
British Columbia, But the accommo- 
dation has already been outgrown by 
the number of western soldiers requir- 
ing treatment. When the Frank sani- 
tarium is opened, within the next few 
weeks, none of the tuberculous soldiers 
who came front west of the lakes will 
have to be kept in eastern Canada for 
treatment. 

The new sanitarium, which has 
been secured from the Franco-Cana- 
dian Collieries Company at a nominal 
rent, contains sixty rooms, completely 
furnished, and has two large verandas 
running around it, one over the other. 
It is hented throughout, and is there- 
fore equally available for winter and 
summer occupancy , ‘

PRICES INFLATED 
MANY DEGREES BY 
WAR CONDITIONS 


Family Budgets Have Become 
Steep Since Middle of 1915 
and Are Still Going up 


Ottawa, Sept. 138.—The great rise in 
prices during the war, which became 
very steep after the middle of 1915, is 
shown in a report just issued by the 
department of labor which also con- 
tains information regarding retail 


prices and prices in other countries. 

In Canada the wholesale’ prices of 
272 commodities averaged over 8 per 
cent. higher than in 1914 and 9 per 
cent. higher than in 19138, while the 
retail prices of some thirty foods were 
two per cent. higher than in 1914 and 
7 per cent. higher than in 1913, allow- 
ing for the importance of each article 
in family consumption. By December, 
1915, however, the steep rise had 
brought the index number of whole- 
sale prices to a point twenty _per cent. 
higher than in July, 1914, while retail 
prices had rise 10 per cent. during the 
same period. 

Family Expense High

In other countries retail food prices 
also rose steeply, the rise from the be- 
ginning of the war to the end of 1915 
being calculated as high as 113 per 
cent. for Austria, 83 per cent. for Ger- 
many, over 30 per cent. in the Nether- 
lands, Norway and Italy, and 44 per 
cent. in Great Britain. In Australia 
the rise waa nearly 30 per cent. as a 
result of drought, while in New Zea- 
land it was only 16 per cent. In 
Japan, prices were lower than in 1914 
and 1918, 

The results of the great rises were 
considerable increases in the cost of 
living, particularly in the expenditure 
on foods. In clothing, house fur- 
nishings, ete., stocks in the hands of 
manufacturers and dealers were often 
sufficient to prevent great rises for 
some time even a year or more, but in 
food increases were immediately felt. 
At the beginning of 1915 staple foods 
were substantially higher than before 
the war though in many cases some- 
what lower than the high levels reach- 
ed during the few weeks of uncer- 
tainty and speculation which followed 
its outbreak. 

. Better Trade Hrlped 

The report shows that the rising 
prices were accompanied by increased 
activity in industry and trade. Not 
only did the needs for the prosecution 
of the war make necessary increased 
production in) many lines and new 
production in goods never before at- 
tempted or thought of, but production 
was renewed in many lines and in 
many districts abandoned previously 
owing to the poor returns normally 
obtained. These changes again had 
great influence in stimulating other 
branches of industry and trade, caus- 
ing higher prices. This reaction was 
soon experienced in many lines at first 
depressed by war conditions. In Can- 
ada, wheat, oats, flour, cheese, butter, 
packed meats, pulp and paper first felt 
the stimulation of increase due to war 
conditions, but these were soon follow- 
ed by wool, fish, leather, zinc, copper, 
chemicals, New Brunswick lumber, 
linseed oil, and later iron and steel as 
well as most metals and metal pro- 
ducts, In the latter part of 1915 the 
upward movement was particul: rly

The street railway management 
has got out a new time-table. As 
it only shows the time cars are 
supposed to come along its useful- 
ness hardly meets the case. What

The Borden Government’s re- 
fusal to man the ships in was pro- 
posed to lend to Great Britain was 
based on the claim that sailors 
could not be got in Canada, that 
men would not leave the merchant 
service to serve on warships at the 
rate of pay provided by the Ad- 
miralty, and that it would not be 
possible to pay Canadian naval 

men at a higher rate than the Ad- 

miralty schedule. The Minister 

of Marine now announces that this 
contention was wrong in every 
particular; that sailors are being 
recruited in Canada for the Bri- 
tish navy, and that they are to be 
paid at the Canadian—not the Ad- 
miralty—rate of pay. He proves 
the absurdity of the former con- 
tention by saying that recruiting 
is coming on successfully, and that 
by the end of the present year two 
thousand Canadian sailors will be 
serving on ships of the Royal 
Navy. The notion that Canada 
could not man the ships thus goes 
overboard, along with the twin 
delusion that Canada could not 
build the ships. 


No sane tax-payer wants to give 
away his property. Neither does 
he want to be loaded down with a 
steadily and rapidly increasing 
debt. That probably reflects the 
atitude of the average tax-payer 
toward the street railway. It is 
a valuable property, in prospect, 
and he knows it is. But it is run- 
ning behind, has done so, and 
there is no very great assurance 
, that it will not continue to do so 
hf under municipal management. 
% Whether he would consent to lease 
the enterprise depends, altogether 
likely, upon the terms offered. 
Better terms are likely to be 
secured by open tender than 
through negotiation with what- 
ever company might happen to 
come along and offer to deal lone- 
handed. The proposal of the 
Board of Trade that tenders be 
invited can do no harm and may 
result in an advantageous ar- 
rangement, provided it is under- 
stood that inviting tenders does 
not in any way obligate the city 
to accept any tender unless satis- 
factory. If there is to be a lease 
it should be a lease, not a give- 
away.

in one of three conditions. 
we have not the number of men 
required in circumstances which 
make them available for 


enlisting has not been impressed 
upon them in the right way and 
with sufficient energy. 


Nobody has suggested that 
there are not in Canada a half mil- 


lion men physically and otherwise 


fit, and so situated that they could 
enlist without leaving dependents 
in distress. The most that has 
been claimed on that score is that 
the withdrawal of this number of 
men would handicap farming 
operations and other industrial 
and business processes which are 
essential to the country taking its 
proper part in supplying food 
stuffs and munitions. Without 
questioning the validity of that 
argument, it is hardly to be sup- 
posed that the intending recruits 
sit down to calculate whether 
their enlistment would paralyze 
production or trade more than it 
would help smash the enemy. 


That Canadians are willing to 
enlist there can surely be no 
doubt. It is true that as enlist- 
ment continues the numbers re- 
maining available for enlistment 
grows smaller. On the other 
hand, nothing is so contagious as 
the spirit of military service when 
a country is in danger. Every 
man who enlists can _ influence 
some other man, and under normal 
conditions could be expected to 
do so. The supposition would, 
therefore, be that as the number 
of available men grew smaller the 
willingness to enlist among such 
men would become more general, 
and that this widening of the de- 
sire to enlist would offset the 
shrinkage in number and keep up 
the pace, 


There remains only the conclu- 
sion that we have the men, and 
that the men have the willingness, 
but that they have not been ap- 
pealed to in the proper way. 
That is different altogether from 
saying that there has not been 
appeal enough. Perhaps there 
has been too much of some kinds 
of it. But it must be, and as a 
matter of fact is, that there has 
not been ‘rom the first that intel- 
ligent direction and inspiration on 
the part of our Government that 
it was proper to expect under the 
circumstances and without which 
public opinion could not be roused 
and maintained at the pitch neces- 
sary to secure a steady movement 
of young men into the ranks. 


It is also unquestionable that 
there has been much in the treat- 
ment of officers, men and units to 
dissuade others from enlisting. 
Also that there has not been the 
sort of management of our mili- 
tary business generally as would 
inspire confidence and draw sup- 
port. On the contrary, the re- 
cord 6f departmental transactions 
from the first purchase of horses 
down to the last deal with Allison 
has been such as to convince ob- 
servant men that the whole war 
business has been either marked 
by gross incompetence or run on a 
basis‘ of graft and partisanship. 


It is easy enough to call a man 
a ‘‘shirker’’? and to say that he 
should be willing to fight for his 
country whatever he may think of 
its Government. But there is 
something to be said on the other 
side also. If a Government is 
not capable or not honest enough 
to deal squarely by the country in 
war time what assurance has the 
prospective recruit that he will 
get a square deal, or a fair chance 
to do the most effective service 
that is in him, if he enlists? There 
is no use blinking the fact that 
such considerations do count in 
the matter of recruiting. And it 
is not a sufficient reply—and cer- 
tainly not an efficient remedy—to 
throw the blame on the publie and 
say that if Canadians were as 
patriotic as they ought to be they 
would flock into the ranks regard- 
less of these things. But that is 
the only alternative in the  situ- 
ation that has developed. The 
choice, as matters stand, is to be- 
lieve either that the men of Can- 
ada are wanting in patriotism, or 
that their patriotic ardour has 
been dampened by the way our 
war business has been managed.

ment; or the men are not willing 
to enlist; or the need and duty of 


The soil, climate and situatien of 
Edmonton lends itself to gardening, 
both of végetables and flowers. The 
rank growth of wild vegetation and 
the abundance of prairie bloom all 
summer long was notice to the first 
settlers of the gardening possibilities 
of the locality; and from the begin- 
nings of settlement the rearing of 
flowers ‘and vegetables has inspired 
interest in all classes of our citizens, 
from day laborer to millionaire. 
Looking at the rich, black soil, know- 
ing of the sometimes over-sufficient 
rainfall and realizing the long sun- 
shine of midsummer, to the thrifty or 
ambitious mind it seemed almost a 
crime to leave such opportunities ly- 
ing unused. In the rush of the boom, 
when city lots were changing hands 
not for what they were worth but for 
what they would bring, when every 
owner of a 16t was a millionaire in 
his mind or well on the way to be- 
coming one, gardening was somewhat 
neglected. But as lot values declined 
garden operations expanded. People 
had more time to spend on produc- 
tive enterprise than during the hectic 
haste of boom conditions. And _ be- 
sides in many cases the erstwhile mil- 
lionaire needed all the potatoes or 
other vegetables that could be grown 
on his property to help his family 
through the winter. People who had 
dreamed of being surrounded with 
beauty and luxury as the result of 
some sharp turn-over of property, 
now had leisure and opportunity to 
gratify their taste by the cultivation 
of their home lots. In other words: 
In addition to property owners who 
always cultivated flowers or veget- 
ables, the recent years have added 
Inany others, so that each year Ed- 
monton has become more and more 
entitled to rank as a gardeu city. 

To speak of flowers only. The blaze 
of bloom this year along street after 
street for miles in any direction has 
been a joy to see, and has gone far to 
inspire in the minds of both young 
and old—both transient and resident 
-—-a pride and pleasure in their city 
that must tend to constantly improv- 
ing conditions in every line, 

Where there are so many beautiful 
and successful gardens it is perhaps 
invidious to particularize. But the 
show of shrubbery and flowers at Mr. 
D. W. Warner's place, a short dist- 
ance east of the city limits, on the 
South side of the river, and opposite 
the Highlands, is such as to warrant 
special mention. Mr. Warner had 
devoted about two acres around his 
house to lawn, flower beds and fruit 
garden, The situation is on the brow 
of the south bank of the river valley, 
overlooking the river, the land slop- 
ing northerly. The house was built 
in 1918, and the lawn laid out and 
trees and shrubbery planted in 1914. 
Three seasons of growth and the ex- 
perience of two winters has estab- 
lished with fair certainty what can 
and in some degree what can't be 
done in ornamental gardening in Ed- 
monton, It is not necessary to detail 
the scheme of lawn, shrubbery and 
flower beds. It is sufficfént to say that 
they are laid out with every consider- 
ation for effective display and are 
kept in condition that gives each flow- 
er dr shrub its best opportunity for 
development and success. To name 
over a number of the several trees, 
shrubs, plants and flowers that are 
being grown successfully is all that 
can be done. 

The imported trees include Manitoba 
elm and ash. The ash has been per- 
fectly hardy. Two elms seem to have 
been damaged by the conditions of 
last winter. The trees are now five 
to seven feet high and have made a 
g00d growth, Mountain ash has not 
suffered at all and has made a fair 
growth. The laurel leaf willow has 
been planted as a shelter hedge. It 
«rows quickly and is perfectly hardy. 
his is the same willow grown for the 
same purpose in Nebraska, where Mr. 
Warner resided before coming to Ed- 
monton, Lilaes—both common purple 
and Japanese—have been perfectly 
hardy and have grown and flowered 
well. Some of these Mr. Warner grew 
for a number of years at his farm 
house on the river bank before he 
built at the present site. Others he 
procured from a nursery in Southern 
Alberta. Six Colorado blue spruces 
are alive and look healthy but have 
made very little growth as yet. 

In imported shrubbery the honey- 
suckle of several varieties has done 
excellently, in growth, in hardiness, 
in bloom and in abundance of bright 
red or light pink berries which re- 
main all winter. Caragana grows well 
and is perfectly hardy. Also flowering 
currant. A number of imported rose 
bushes are growing. well and seem 
perfectly hardy, but their blooms are 
single. One bush, however, produces 
a large pink cabbage rose. This bush 
was brought from Nebraska by Mr. 
Warner ond was grown successfully 
for years at the farm home before re- 
moval to the present location, It has 
come through the several winters suc- 
cessfully, sometimes without any cov- 
ering and sometimes with only a light 
covering of straw. The use of straw 
may encourage mice to_ girdle the 
stems. Spirea shrubs killed back last 
winter, but are growing from the root, 
A barberry bush has done well. When 
arranging as to what shrubs he should 
plant Mr, Warner was advised to try 
the the Russian dogwood, which has 
a red bark and carries a white berry 
ull winter. He did so, but found, first, 
that the shrub was not perfectly 
hardy, and second that it was exactly 
the same as the native req willow, 
the bark of which is used by the In- 
dians to help out the tobacco supply 
when that is apt to run short. This 
spring he discarded the injured dog- 
wood shrubs and planted red willow 
in their stead. 

The list of perennials includes the 
Peony, Hollyhock, Larkspur, Pink or 
Dianthus, Clove Pink, Iceland Poppy, 
Forget-me-Not, Columbine, Golden 
Glow, Bleeding Heart, Perennial 
Phlox, Veronica and Sweet William, 
Ribbon Grass, Southern Wood, or Old 
Man, Live-for-Ever and Sweet Mary. 

Tulips, Dahlias and Tiger Lillies 
grow well and flower abundantly, with 
excellent color and form. 

The annuals include Pansies, Pe- 
tunia, Phlox, Nicotina, Asters, Stocks, 
Snapdragon, Lobelia, Cosmos, Sweet 
Alyssium, Verbena, Salpiglossis, Can- 
dytuft, Mignonnette, Star of Bethlo- 
hem, Nasturtiums and Sweet Peas.

but comes on again from the root. 
Saskatoons bear transplanting well, 
and cultivation seems to increase their 
fruit production. Probably the most 
attractive as well as useful of the wild 
shrubs transplanted is the High Bush 
Cranberry, or Pembina Berry. The 
bushes grow freely under cultivation, 
are perfectly hardy and are strikingly 
beautiful throughout the season, 
whether only in dark green leaf, in 
profusion of white blossom, in abund- 
ant clusters of the reddest of red ber- 
ries, or in yellow and red foliage as 
fall comes on. They fruit more 
abundantly under cultivation than in 
their wild state. Of all berries the 
high bush cranberry is the most easily 
picked and makes the best jelly. 

A portion of the grounds is devoted 
to cultivated fruits. Red, white and 
black currants do well, of course. 
Strawberries were grown successfully 
for several years at the old home and 
a few hundred plants have been set 
in the new garden, They are of the 
Senator Dunlap variety and are self- 
fertilizing. They are casily grown 
and winter well under a light covering 
of straw. 

A number of apple and crab trees 
were planted in the spring of 1914. 
The varieties included the Martha and 
‘Transcendant Crabs and the Wealthy 
and Duchess apples. All wintered well 
the first winter, but last winter killed 
the trees back very badly. All are 
now growing from the root, but the 
growth may be from the wild stock. 
Mr. Warner is of opinion that the 
damage was done not by the exceed- 
ingly cold weather of January last, 
but by a warm spell that occurred in 
February, which wag succeeded by 
another cold snap, The warm gpell 
started the sap and when the flow was 
checked by the cold snap the branches 
were killed. Mr. Cookson, of Beaver 
Lake, had apple trees seven years old 
that were killed back last winter, pro- 
bably from the same cause, 

Just how it happens that in this 
practical and pushful city and coun- 
try any one has means, leisure or in- 
terest to beautify and experiment on 
such a seale as Mr. Warner is doing 
may be a matter of interest, Mr. 
Warner came to Edmonton from Ne- 
braska in 1899, and purchased a 
river lot on the south side of the Sas- 
katechewan, two and a-half miles from 
town from an old timer named Philip 
Tate. With a limited cash capital, 
but with valuable experience gained 
in Nebraska and with all the energy 
of which an energetic man in the 
prime of lifa is capable, he attacked 
the problem of farming at Edmonton. 
Irom the start he went in for live 
stock; in cattle taking the shorthorn 
of milking strain, and in swine relying 


on the Berkshire, While land was 
still cheap he acquired several ad- 
joining river lots, so that when the 


boom of 1910-11-12 broke on Edmon- 
ton he had 800 acres of well improved 
land, a short distance outside the city 
limits, but near enough to attract the 
attention of the real estate boomer. 
Mr. Warner decided that the price of- 
fered him for his property to cut up 
into city lots was more than he could 
earn out of it by farming operations. 
He therefore sold it out and invested 
the money in other land at a price 
that would permit the earning of a 
profit on the investment. He chose 
the Tofield district as the scene of his 
future operations and D. W. Warner 
& Sorfs, incorporated, are now farm- 
ing and stock raising in that district 
on a large scale, 


But he did not sell quite all the 
home farm. He retained a plot of 
fourteen acres, situated, as already 


stated on the brow of the valley over- 
looking the river . He did not wish to 
folle.y the example of so many of his 
fellow farmers who, when they have 
achieved success, move into the city, 
nor did he wish to reside on the new 
farms where his sons were in charge 
of the active work. He felt that both 
Mrs. Warner and himself were en- 
titlea to a rest, but neither wanted 
“rest” to mean “rust."’ The easterly 
portion of the homestead, comprising 
240 acres, had been sold to the Meth- 
odist college, the intention being to 
establish there a demonstration and 
supply farm in connection with Al- 
berta college.

Warner selected the fourteen-acre 
plot which he retained opposite the 
site of the proposed college building: 

There he erected a brick residence; 
comfortable and convenient in every 
detail and of such character and ap- 
pearance as will do credit to the col- 
lege buildings whenever they are er- 
ected, The house is 28x10, brick, on 
cpnerete foundation, two stories and 
attic, with basement, A 6 1-2 horse 
gasoline engine pumps water into a 
pressure tank and drives a dynamo 
that supplies electric light, runs a 
vacuum cleaner, washing machine and 
ironing machine.

THE STREET RAILWAY. 


Kindly allow me a little space to 
correct, what, undoubtedly, is mis- 
leading information in regard to the 


this information is all 
the more mischievous and demands 
correction; because it appears to be 
Issued with the approval of the com- 
missioner of operation. I refer to the 
statement that was published a few 
days ago to the effect that even if the 
council should wipe out the deficit in 
the street railway by applying thereto 
the surpluses in the other utilities, 
there would still be a deficit of $400.00 
a day. This statement is flatly contra- 
dicted by the facts ,or else the figures 
officially published are incorrect, The 
mayor has stated that the deficit in 
the street railway for the six months 
ending June 30 was $50,000.00, There 
were 182 days in these six months and 
dividing $50,000.00 by 182, shows a 
daily deficit of $275.00. Included in this; 
daily deficit was the sum of $125.00 
for interest on the apparent deficit of 
the system, so that if the deficit was 
wiped ou’, the street railway would 
not have to pay this daily interest of 
$125.00 and the daily deficit would be 
only $150.00,

How Mr. Harrison can reconcile 
these figures with the statement that 
if the deficit was wiped out there 


would still be a daily deficit of $400,00 
it is difficult to see and I submit it is 
incumbent upon him to correct the 
false impression created in the minds 
of the public by reason of the publica- 
tion of this statement; it appears to be 
# statement eminating from him and 
bearing his sanction, The figures above 
quoted are based on official informa- 
tion and he should either admit or dis- 
prove their truth. 

Leaving aside for the moment the 
item ef bank interest, and I shall dis- 
pose of that directly, if the street ratl- 
way did not have to meet this charge,

two-fifths of the sinking fund charges, 
or $88.00 per day. 

The chart prepared by Commission- 
er Harrison, showing how the five cent 
fare is distributed to the varions 
charges is somewhat more favorable to 
the system. This chart shows that after 
meeting all proper charges, including 
capital charges, there is a deftleit of 
-685; but it requires .867 for the sink- 
ing fund charge, therefore the system 
is making a credit for the sinking fnud 
of .182, there is, however, charged 
against every nickel an item of .305 for 
bank interest and if this charge was 
not made, that item could be added to 
the .182 giving a credit to the sinking 
fund of .487 or a little more than half 
of the required amount. 

The public should then bear dia-

AUSTRIAN LINES 
COMMUNICATION 
CUT BY ITALIANS 


Rome, Sept. 13 (via London) Ita- 
lian troops in the Dolomite Alps on the 
far northerly line of the Austro-Ita- 
lian front have captured a_ position 
comanding Travenanzes pass and cut- 
ting Austria's communication between 
the Travenanzes valley and the Laga- 
yuoi region the war office announced 
today. The official statement follows: 

‘Minor offensive operations continue 
in the Arsa and Upper Posina Valleys. 
On Monday evening we repulsed t- 
tacks east of Griso and in the Zara 
Valley. 

“North of Falzarego our Alpine 
troops gained possession of a position 
which not only comands Travenanzes 
pass but also interrupts enemy com- 
munications between the Travenanzes 
Valley and the Lagazuci district. 

“Last evening enemy aircraft bom- 


barded Venice, Pordenone, Latisana, 
Marano, Cervignano and Aquileis, 
wounding a few civilians and doing 


slight damage.”
